14 U-Boats € Can Cruise 


to American 
Waters 


ROME, Jan. 23.—Within a few 
months Italy will have 14 ocean- 
going submarines able to cruise to 
American waters, operate against 
shipping off the United States sea- 
board, and return to their Italian 
bases, it was disclosed here today. 

The magazine Forze Armaté an- 
nounced the laying down during 
1938 of four U-boats of 1.461 tons, 
six of 1,036 tons, four of 1,031 tons, 
two of 951 tons and four of 600 tons. 

All but the 600-tom craft are 
within operating range of the 
United States, being able to cruise 
between 3,000 and 6,000 miles and 
return. 

During the World War the Ger- 
man submarine U-53, of a 900-ton 
displacement, operated against ship- 
ping off New York harbor for some 
weeks in 1916. 

The largest of the new Italian 
U-boats have huge 14-inch torpedo 
tubes, the heaviest U-boat arma- 
ment known. They will also carry 
five-inch guns for surface action. 

The shift in emphasis from the 
600-ton submarines which now 
comprise most of Italy's under- 
water fleet, to long-range craft, is 
a direct threat not only to the 
United States, but to Britain. The 
new submarines will be within 


range of Ceylon in the Indian 
Ocean.

A Cruel Fact For Spain 
And America as Well 


® Italian fascist armies are menacing Bar- 
celona. 

But along with the news of Mussolini’s 
drive to ravage Barcelona, the following 
warning note was cabled from Rome to 
New York yesterday by the Herald Tribune 
correspondent. 

“Fourteen submarines capable of operat- 
ing in American waters were laid down for 
the Italian Navy during 1938.” 

Hitler, too, is filling the Atlantic with 
U-boats for raids in American waters. 

The Rome-Berlin axis is hurling invad- 
ing armies at Barcelona in a desperate effort 
to make all Spain a base for penetration in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Barcelona today is for the United States 
the front line fortification to keep fascism 
out of Latin America. 

The forces of civilization, democracy and 
peace are inspired by the magnificent stand 
of the Catalonian people. Men, women and 
children have sprung to Barcelona’s defense. 

From Barcelona yesterday, Sam Russell, 
Daily Worker correspondent in Spain, cabled 
a story of the magnificent spirit and de- 
termination of the entire populace to resist. 

In that moving report he wrote: 

“The cruel fact is that many men are 
going to the front insufficiently armed.” 

All the more crue! it is since Loyalist 
Spain is shedding its blood as well in the 
defense of American, and all other, de- 
mocracy. 

This country can utter the word which 
would stir world democracy into action that 
would help the Spanish people. By lifting 
the embargo, the U. S. would galvanize the 
people of France and Great Britain to break 
down all barriers barring means of defense 
of the valorous Spanish people. 

President Roosevelt has the authority to 
lift the embargo. No one can truthfully deny 
that fact. 

Messages should pour in virtual torrents 
to the White House urging the President to 
use his authority. 


A Giant Conspiracy 


Against Trade Unionism 


® There can no longer be the slightest 
shadow of doubt as to the source of the diffi- 
culties within the United Auto Workers 
Union during the recent period. Anyone who 
harbored the notion that they sprang from 
frictions between personalities, is now get- 
ting a rude awakening. 

The auto workers are confronted by noth- 
ing less than a conspiracy organized by Ford 
and other corporations to split and smash 
the union. 

The indictment drawn up by the Execu- 
tive Board of the U.A.W. against Homer 
Martin (it appeared in full in the Sunday 
Worker) is a revealing document, and should 
be read by everyone. 

Backing up its charges with names, 
dates and places, the indictment accuses 
Martin of “conspiring with the Ford Motor 
Company, through its agents, Harry Ben- 
nett and John Gillespie, to create a seces- 
sion movement within the Union with the 
view of destroying the Union and building 
a dual organization among the auto work- 
ers.” 

It accuses him of “conspiring with 
known notorious enemies of the U.A.W. 
and the CIO and the labor movement in 
general,” to create an “organization of 
auto workers functioning in opposit ion-to 
the U.A.W. and dominated by the auto- 
mobile industrialists.” 

It accuses Martin further of “collusion 
in negotiations with representatives of em- 
ployers and with concealing such negotia- 
tion both from the members of the union 
and its international officers.” 

The plot which brings together the em- 
ployers, Martin, the Lovestonites, and Father 
Coughlin, is part of a larger plan to destroy 
the entire CIO. Earlier phases of this in- 
sidious drive—like the publication of the 
Stolberg articles in the Scripps-Howard press 
and the violence and treachery of the “Little 
Steel“ Girdlers—failed of their purpose. Per- 
haps it is not purely accidental that Mar- 
tin’s latest and most open attempt to split 
the U.A.W. coincides with the expiration of 
the agreements of the auto workers, the 
steel workers and the miners. 

But the blow is not aimed obviously at 
the CIO alone. The entire A. F. of L. and 


a the Railroad Brotherhoods are also the tar- 


get. Even from a narrow factional point of 


view, certain A. F. of L. leaders will find it 
extremely short-sighted to attempt to play 
the employers’ game against the CIO (as 
they are now attempting to do in the textile 
5 industry). On the contrary, any advantage 
that the employers can get through weak- 
ening the CIO, will in the long run be used 
to slash away at the Federation itself. 


The open-shop conspiracy has a thousand 


one ramifications. It reaches through 
practic ly all industries, menacing all unions 
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- from the Lima conference the confession: 


and the democratic rights of everyone. At 
such a moment, the need for united labor 
action and for labor unity assumes à crucial 
importance for every workingman and for 
the welfare of the nation.

Alarm, like charity, should begin right at home. 
In the democratic countries the question must be asked: 
Has everything possible been done to tear away the 
embargo barriers choking the Spanish people?

T birthday celebrations came up recently within my 
— circle of friends. Neither of the victims, however, 
was a baby. A baby’s birthday is just an occasion for 
pure joy, like the one of that celebrated Harlem infant, 
Mister Franklin D. Roosevelt Jones. Such birthdays lead 
one into Utopian vistas of the future, and everything goes. 

With adults, however, the occasion is “sicklied o’er 
with the pale cast of thought.” One has to form a judg- 
ment. This artist, William Gropper. forty years old, and 
this political leader, Clarence Hathaway: forty-five years 
old, have they spent their years wisely, usefully and greatly? 

The answer to both these birthdays, I do believe, is a resounding 
Yes. 

Bill Gropper I have known since he was a precocious youngster 
of 18, drawing cartoons for the New York Herald’ Tribune. He was a 
youth definitely marked by the gods of the American lovtery for the 
prizes of a fancy tweed suit, a pipe, a manor on Long Island, and the 
personal approval of Herbert Hoover. 

The — boy, a sort of Jascha Heifete with his brush, could 
have had any within the limits capitalism sets arcund its artists 
and writers. He could never have become a millionaire, of course, Dut 
he certainly could have become a millionaire’s pampered house-servant 
in the arts. 

But there was one little thing wrong with Bill. He had ome out 
of a background of poverty. He was normal, and wanted the good 
things of life, but he could not rest easy or be comfortable whilst re- 
membering that all his old friends, the swell boys and girls and the 
good guys, would still be sweating and struggling in that old hell-hole 
of poverty, even if he himself could wriggle his way out. 

Some people can enjoy their seven-course duck dinner while out- 
side the window little hungry children press their noses to the glass, 
and watch with envy. Some people can gloat over the, idea that they 
are saved, and will go to a wonderful cozy heaven. while the majority 
of the human race will burn and shriek eternally in the flames of 
hell. 

“But other persons are not so thick-skinned, and have a social 
consciehce. This makes them, under the system of private property 
and its Dies Committee, nothing less than “dangerous Communists.” 
They want to abolish poverty and share the wealth of Rockefeller with 
the Dead End kids. Bill Gropper was a ways that way. And he had 
also bad a sharp sense of humor and a drawing hand as subtle and 
marvelous as the old Chinese, and so he drew thousands of memoiable 
cartoons against the Hogs, Apes and Tigers of capitalism. 

They have appeared in a whole line of radical journals, from the 
old IWW. days until the present. Thousands of workers know these 
cartoons. And contrary to all the heavy esthetic commands laid down 
by the Joseph Krutches, Stark Youngs, and Noel Cowards of the upper 
world, young Comrade Gropper Was not thwarted as an artist by being 
such a darned great propagandist. In fact, he has become one of 
America’s leading artists. He is now in many respectable museums, 
including the Metropolitan, He is covering public buildings with his 
murals. At forty, this leading satirist of our little Anti-Poverty League 
is going places. Happy Birthday to you, Bill! 

As for Clarence Hathaway, 45, bis has also been a well-spent life 
ot heros and social usefulness. Though I once heard a contrary 
opinion. In à train out of Boston I once met two husky machinists 
who worked in a large plant near Providence, R. I. They discovered 
“that I knew Hathaway, and asked me what he was doing. “He is a 
“Communist editor and prolefarian statesman,” I said. They shook 
their heads, “Too bad, too bad,” they said. “Clarence worked in our 
plant for years, and was one of the best machinists we ever had. He 

got ihe top scale. He was also a great baseball player. While ne was 
_£eptain of our factory team, we mopped up everything for a hundred 
miles, The team has never been the same since Clarence left.” 

So there it is, the same viewpoint the esthetes used to have about 
Gropper. Just a good machinist and ball-player gone wrong! 

But at this moment of history, when the hungry Dead End kids and 
their mothers, the millions of unemployed and the workers who tou 
in mines, mills and farms, are facing the cruellest war that capitalist 
greed has yet made on them, the American people needs devoted, fear- 
less and capable leaders more than it does baseball-players. 

Clarence Hathaway is such-a people’s leader. Marxist thedry and 
the trade union struggle are the great university where the working 
class trains its generals, and where he was trained. I have watched 
Hathaway at his work for years; and have come to admire the cool- 
ness, precision and courage he brings to every problem. This man, 
whose mutilated right hand with three missing fingers is like a pass- 
port identifying him as an American machine worker, has the mind 
of a scientist. Lear after year it has developed in the hardest of al 
schools. It clicks like a steel-trap. It is unshaken from its objective 
viewpoint by the greatest emergencies. It is a completely honest mind. 
and belongs wholly to the service of the People. 

So I know that thousands and thousands of Americans are grate- 
ful that they own a Hathaway. They root for him, they root for 
Gropper. They are glad to say, Happy Birthday, and many more of 
them!
